died in France, the victim of a Ger- 
man shell, a federal court jury held 


ernment, defendant in a war compen- 
sation case. The verdict holds that 
Arthur Lopes Frasier, the plaintiff, is 
an impostor. 

The jury's decision marked the cul- 
mination of efforts of a dark eyed, 
dark complexioned youth to establish 
himself as Frazier. The plaintiff was 
accepted as their son by the Rev. and 
Mrs. Charles Frazier, but counsel for 
the United States veterans’ bureau 
contended he was Arthur Lopes, 4 
presented Mexican witnesses who 
claimed him asa relative. 

The Question Involved. 

Judge J. W. Molyneaux, in charg- 
ing the jury said the simple question 
was: “Is the piaintiff the Arthur Fra- 
zier, son of Charles and Hannah Fra- 
ner? It he is the Frazier who enlisted 
in the army, then he is entitled to 
recover on payments of his govern- 
ment insurance. 

The story of the case dates back to 
April 4, 1917, when Frazier, an Indian 
student of the Flandreau school, en- 
listed at Flandreau, S. D. 

He was sent abroad in June, 1918, 
and while serving in France with 
Company B, 28th division, he was re- 
ported killed in action on Oct. 6, 1918, 
while fighting in the Argonne. In 
September, 1921, the body was buried 
with military honors at Niobrara, Neb. 

Mystery Soldier Appears.

Imagine how 
much longer they would have lagted if 
properly ventilated ! 

Some time ago 1 fixed up a very 
sumptuous theater—2,500 seats, great ex- 
1 for decoration and comfort 

ery snappy layout. I put in one ot 
the best ventilating systems in the land, 
the cost to operate which is but $22 per 
night. The buil@ing ie jammed every 
night, 
Christmas or the Fourth of July to have 
that system used and the $22 spent. 

Keep at it, doctor. Yow! for compul- 
sory ventilation and in the course of 
time we will get it. But it does take a 
long time in city, state, prison, factory, 
or church. 

I remember when I first went to Wash- 
ington with an office in the treasury. 
Fine old building, but a pest hole. I 
couldn’t keep a stenographer because 
my room was ventilated and those people 
had not beer accustomed to fresh air. 
True, it was not uncommon to have a 
half dozen women clerks faint each day. 
I yapped at President, secretary, and 
congress for three years before getting 
a ventilating system put in and even 
then every so often they would forget to 
run it and one year congress nearly cut 
out the appropriation for running it.

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BULLARD AND THE 2TH. 
Chicago, May 28.—Certainly Gen. Bul- 


lard’s comments should prove revealing to 


those who have never understood what 
is meant by the West Point mind. 

His remarks concerning the 26th divi- 
sion move me to offer a few comments 
as a mere layman knowing little about 
the science of warfare beyond what bits 
I was able to pick up at points so located 
that had I a field glass and had Gen. 
Bullard been in the usual divisional head- 
quarters on the various fronts I would 
have been able to peer to the rear and 
catch glimpses of his shelters and limou- 
sines. 


It is difficult to discern his logic in 
indicting an entire division because some 
officer or officers, permanently or tem- 
porarily attached to the division, saw fit 
to follow orders and report the efficiency 
or inefficiency of a division previously 
occupying the sector. It would seem, 
however, that Gen. Bullard is offering an 
entirely unnecessary apology for the reg- 
ular army as against the National Guard, 
using the first and twenty-sixth divisions 
as his symbols. 


It is to be hoped that forthcoming in- 


staliments show less of apoplectic sput- 
tering over trifies that have evidently 
caused his superior, Gen. Pershing, some 
impatience. K ig also devoutly to be 
hoped that he does not twist facts to his 
case and that he displays more of that 
judgment which. citizens and soldiers 
have a right to expect from an officer 
and a professional soldier of his rank 
and training. 

His comparisons of German raids on 
the first and 26th divisions would be 
amusing but for the fact that they re- 
flect poorly on good soldiers who gave all 
they had—their lives. The genera] dis- 
poses of the raid on the first division as 
a matter involving some 400 men en- 
gaged over a few hours’ time and makes 
this a basis of comparison with the so 
called Seichiprey battle, which lasted 
over three days, involved in considerably 
greater attack in force on the part of the 
Germans with a much heavier concentra- 
tion of artillery fire against a division 
which was holding a sector twice the size 
of a regular divisiona) sector, due to the 
activities further north. 

A French observer stated for sheer in- 
tensity the attack equaled some of the 
bad moments in the historic defense at 
Verdun by the French. 

The infantry of the 26th division did 
not retreat and counter attack. In fact 
they never gave up the town but fought 
it out on the spot, aided by artillerymen 
stationed in the town with field pieces 
and 37 millimeter guns. Toward the end 
of a desperate struggle in which cooks, 
artillerymen and infantry hurled corn 
beef cans, stones, and battle with clubbed 
bed guns, it was beileved by French and 
American observers alike that a more 
extensive movement was under way due 
to the extreme severity of the rear area 
bombardment, which was fully equal to 
anything I saw later in the way of artil- 
lery concentrations for majof offensives.
